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WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 

1 . A method foi configuring browser settings for a browser program executable on 
a computer connected to a network of computers, wherein the browser program is 
configurable accord] ng to at least two browser settings, the method comprising: 

configuring ihe browser program with at least one of the at least two browser 
settings when a tiirie-value condition is satisfied. 

2. The method of claim 1, wherein the step of periodically configuring the 
browser program comprises: 

determining whether a predetermined time-value satisfies the time value 
condition; and 

if so, configuring the browser. 

3. The method of claim 1, wherein the time-value condition is user-defined. 

4. The n/ethod of claim 1, wherein the time-value condition is a day and time of 
day. 

5. The inethod of claim 1, wherein the browser settings comprise at least one 
browser toolbar configuration, wherein the toolbar configuration comprises; 

detepnining whether a time-value condition associated with the toolbar 
configurati >n is satisfied; and 

if so, configuring the browser.

10. A signal-beari/ig medium containing a program for configuring browser 
settings for a browser/ program executable on a computer connected to a network of 
computers, wherein tne browser program is configurable according to at least two 
browser settings, thef configuration program when executed by a processor, performs a 
method, comprising! 

configuring the browser program with one or more of the at least two browser 
settings when a time-value condition is satisfied. 

1 1 . The signal-bearing medium of claim 10, wherein the step of periodically 
configuring the browser program comprises: 

determinin i whether a predetermined time-value satisfies the time value 
condition; and 

if so, configuring the browser.
